FOOD IN TIN CANS ~ 


Since so many canned goods are 
used during winter months, house- 
wives are asking: May foods be safe- 
ly left in a can after it is: opened? 

The New York ‘state college of 
home economics says foods spoil ne 
faster and no slower in an open can 


than in any other open container, pro- ° 


vided they are kept cool and covered. 

Such acid foods as tomatoes and 
‘grapefruit may take on a slightly me- 
talic flavor after standing in a can 
but the food becomes no less whole- 
some. 


Most commercial concerns now say 


it is. safe to leave food in cans. When 
they do advise removing the contents 
to a dish; they. say it is to avoid the 
‘possibility of this metalic flavor, and 
because the food presents a more at- 
tractive appearance in a dish. If the 
food is to be served hot, ‘they also ad- 
vice that it be heated in the liquid un- 
til it is almost evaporated. This keeps 
the flavor and food value in the juice. 
A few canning concerns now line 
cans with enamel for such fruits as 
strawberries and raspberries which 
lose their color in canning. These 
cans, of course, would be as safe for 
the food to stand in, when opened, as 
an enamel saucepan, or any piece of 
china or pottery. —

What About State Medicine? 


« 


State medicine as a solution of the “cost of health’ problem is a sub-| 


ject very much in the air in the Western Canadian provinces just now and 


judging from cumulative public demands it is only a question of time and | 


probably a very short time before state medicine or public health insurance, 
in whole or in part, will be in effect generally in the west. 

It is perhaps not surprising that the public mind is rapidly crystalliz- 
ing in this direction. A number of factors are responsible for this. 
of them is the much publicized depression of the past few years. 
this period local governments have found it necessary to provide medical 
and hospital care -for a large number of relief recipients and, of course, the 
cost has had to be passed on to the taxpayers. 

>In addition to that, very many of these taxpayers have during the past 
few years found it increasingly difficult to keep pace with growing tax bills 
and at the same time stand the expense of hospital and medical bills for them- 
selves and other members of their families, for they have found that medi- 


cal and hospitalization expenses have not declined in proportion to their 


own incomes. 


Further than that all classes of the community are demanding a high 
standard of medical and hospital service. The hospitals that are best en- 
deavoring to cater to this demand find. that they cannot continue to oper- 


ate at much less than pre-depression costs because of the difficulty of col- | 
lecting accounts ‘and the doctors declare that they cannot afford to reduce | 


their fees to a scale commensurate to the pocketbooks of their clients be- 


cause they, too, find the percentage of accounts they can collect from pay- | 


ing patients diminishing. 


With this situation staring them in the face people generally are turn- | 


ing in the direction of state medicine as a way around these difficulties and 
the move is receiving support from.at least ‘some of the members of the 
medical profession. é ;

Deliveries of wheat from the 19385 
crop have reached 190 million bush- 
els in Western Canada—a volume 
running slightly under last year’s 
deliveries, Exports have reached a 
total of 146 million and the Federal 
Bureau of Statistics estimates that 
on March Ist, 222 million bushels 
were available for export and carry- 
over. The carryover at the end of 


last, crop year was 203 million so that|- 


it is obvious that a substantial re- 
duction will take place this year but 
it will take an exceptional uplift in 
trade to get the figure down to 100 
to 125 million bushels total at .the 
end of the ctop year (July 31, 1986). 

Apparently there is plenty of need 
for wheat in Europe. Some nations 
have spent most of their money in 
war preparations and they have lit- 
tle left for food. Canadian nickel is 
being shipped to Europe in even in- 
creasing volume and it would seem 
that many European governments 
prefer to pay for that metal, so badly 
needed in war purposes, rather than 
import Canadian wheat to relieve the 
hunger of their people. 


Sweden’s 
Temperance 
sot 


We hear much talk about a “plan- 

ned economy”. Would there be such 
a thing as a planned method of en- 
forcing temperance among the peo- 
ple? 
indicates that such a thing is. pos- 
sible, 
' Marquis W. Childs in his new book 
on Sweden, discussed in a recent ser- 
ies of articles in The Star, tells of 
the “motbok” system of controlling 
the individual drinker. The “mot- 
bok” is a‘ passbook allowing the hold- 
er to purchase a certain amount of 
liquor. All liquor buyers are re- 
quired to have them. In obtaining 
the “motbok’”’, the applicant must an- 
swer questions concerning his _ in- 
come, occupation and reputation for 
sobriety. ; 

Of the 62,519 passbooks revoked in 
1930, less than 10 per cent were re- 
voked for misuse of intoxicants. 
Others were revoked because of death 
and other reasons, and 8,765 were re- 
voked because ‘the holder was receiv- 
ing charity or was in arrears in, tax- 
es. - 


Sweden has devised a “controlled | , 
prohibition” which encourages tem-|- 


perance and withholds liquor from 
those who cannot afford it or would 
otherwise suffer: from liquor. The 
scheme and the success it has had 
are further proof of the shrewd com- 
mon sense and practicality of Swed- 
en’s “middle way” method in govern- 
mental policy.—Minneapolis. Star.

Before it is too late to refer to it, one 
should quote the Regina Leader Post, 
whose reporters. scurried round to 
get statements from old timers, com- 
paring this winter with sizzlers-of the;

“She sure stayed down pretty steady 
in January, but it ain’t nothin to what 
it -was in ’92. I was hauling’ cord- 
wood from the valley that winter and 
the wood froze right to the sleigh 
rack so we had to burn the rack be- 
cause we couldn’t get it away from! 
the wood. Yes, sir, that was a cold 
winter and the next summer we had 
a great crop of wheat, mosquitoes 
and bill collectors.”
